TO . HOLD ELECTION 

ORDINANCE SAYS OCTOBER 31 WILL BE THE DATE 

Electors Will Be Given Opportunity to Express Opinion on Hotel 
License Question—Other Business Transacted by 
Board of Trustees. 


Last night’s meeting of the city coun¬ 
cil gives promise of a busy meeting at 

the next session. Four ordinances were 

' 

introduced, read the first time and re¬ 
ferred to their respective committees. 
The one of the most general interest at 
the present time, perhaps, is that calling 
a special election to vote upon the ques¬ 
tion of granting hotel licenses to sell 
wine and beer with meals. 

According to the terms of the ordi¬ 
nance an election is to be held Oct 31. 
Electors must register at least twenty- 
five days before election—that is, at 
least twenty-five days must intervene 
between the registration and election 
days, exclusive of such days. N. H. 
Hosmer, deputy county clerk, will have 
charge of the registration. 

i 

Ordinance 24, dealing with the sana¬ 
torium question, and providing that no 
hospital for the treatment of contagious 
or infectious diseases may be main¬ 
tained within one mile of the intersec¬ 
tion of Central and Baldwin avenues, 
was referred back to the committee on 
ordinances for further consideration. 

An ordinance—No. 27—was intro¬ 


duced prohibiting the keeping, main¬ 
taining or using of slot machines in this 
city. 

Ordinance No. 28 requires that mufflers 
be placed over the exhausts of all steam, 
gas, gasoline or other explosive engines 
used in the city. 

The bond of the Home Telephone and 
Telegraph company was presented and 
approved. 

City Tax Collector W. P. Caley an¬ 
nounced the appointment of H. G. Flint, 
cashier of the First National bank, as 
deputy collector, and the appointment 
was approved by the board. This will 
enable the payment of taxes at the 
bank. 

A protest by Mr. J. B. McNally against 
the improvement of Mountain Trail 
avenue according to present plans was 
received and referred to the committee 
on streets and alleys. 

City Attorney Walter F. Haas was di¬ 
rected to prepare an ordinance requir¬ 
ing the trimming of shade trees over¬ 
hanging streets and sidewalks to a height 
of eight feet from the ground, as advo¬ 
cated in last week’s News. 


IN CASE OF FIRE. 

Water Board Devises Means to Provide 
Water. 

The board of directors of the Sierra 
Madre Water Company have had under 
recent consideration the best method of 
providing protection against fire, to 
stockholders—more especially lot own¬ 
ers and holders of small acres of land 
who are not entitled to service pipes 
larger than three-quarters of an inch. 

To provide in such cases for a better 
pressure in case of fire, and, at the same 
time, to guard against and waste of 
water, the board has passed a special 
regulation under which stockholders 
restricted to a three-quarter inch ser¬ 
vice, can, by making application to the 
secretary, have attached at their own 
expense, a special connection to be used 
only in case of fire. 

MOB CHINESE. 

Vancouver, B. C. Men Drive 2,000 

Chinese Out and Destroy Property. 

Mobs of 10,000 or more men drove 
2,000 Chinese from their homes, de¬ 
stroyed $15,000 worth of property and 
burned Lieut. Gov. Dunsmuir of British 
Columbia in effigy Monday night. The 
police were unable to cope with the 
rioters or make arrests until a late 
hour, when they got control of the mob 
and prevented the infuriated Caucas¬ 
ians from raiding the Japanese quarter. 

The outbreak against the brown and 
yellow men, while not entirely unex¬ 
pected, found the authorities unpre¬ 
pared. The feeling of unrest has been 
growing as a result of the increasing 
invasion of Asiatics, and the riots of 
Monday night may be repeated at any 
hour.

Special activity has been displayed 
by the California Promotion Committee 
during August, and many beneficial re¬ 
sults of this work have been noted. 
The regular monthly reports made to 
foreign consuls resident in San Francis¬ 
co have been effective in securing more 
optimistic attention to Colifornia, and 
these reports have also been sent to all 
American consuls in foreign lands in 
order that they may be better informed 
on California conditions. A number of 
satisfactory evidences of the active co¬ 
operation of our consuls abroad with 
the committee have been received. 

The committee took up the matter of 
creating interest in the National Irriga¬ 
tion Congress, which opened in Sacra¬ 
mento Sept. 2, and has given wide pub¬ 
licity throughout the country. It has 
also offered as a prize for the best dis¬ 
play of products from a single irrigated 
farm, a registered Holstein bull, Cali¬ 
fornia Promotion Boy, from the Pierce 
Premier Riverside herd. This bull is 
on exhibition at Sacramento during the 
session of the Irrigation Congress. 

Reports received from its eastern 
bureau, in New York, say that there is 
greatly increased demand for California 
literature and information, and that in¬ 
dications point to a large immigration 
to the state this fall. The telegrams 
sent to the eastern bureau, daily giving 
conditions in California, have brought 
about a radical change in sentiment con¬ 
cerning the state and San Francisco. 

Ihe demands for the hand book, “Rea¬ 
sons for Investment in California" have 
been large, and many thousands have 
been purchased by parties interested in 
the state. These hand books should be 
sent out by all who are interested in 
the growth and development of any 
part of California. 

Good articles on the reconstruction of 
San Francisco have appeared in the 
“Review of Reviews” of New York and 
the “Manufacturers’ Record” of Balti¬ 
more, written from data furnished by 
the committee. In addition to these, 
the former of which was written by 
Colvin B. Brown, manager of the eastern 
bureau, a number of similar articles 
have been sent to various magazines 
and newspapers along the same lines. 

Literature and a map of California 
have been sent to the new cruiser Cali¬ 
fornia, and will be shown all over the 
world, wherever the vessel goes. 

At the request of the Brooklyn League 
the committee arranged programs of 
entertainment in all places in California 
where a delegation of seventy-five mem¬ 
bers on special train will stop in the 
state during their tour of the country.

A Brave Woman. 

Mrs. Livermore, in her book entitled 
“My Story of the War,” gives a very 
interesting sketch of “Mother Bicker- 
dyke,” a famous character in those times. 
She was an energetic, sympathetic wom¬ 
an of slight education, who had a 
natural aptitude for nursing, and an un¬ 
failing love of “her boys,” as she called 
the soldiers.

She called on a few of her 
faithful “boys” to follow her, and, 
armed with an axe, proceeded to make 
firewood of the palisades. Soon an of¬ 
ficer came along, and looked on with 
dismay; there was nothing else would 
save the wounded, but such irregularity, 
such rashness, must be punished. “Con¬ 
sider yourself under arrest," he called 
to mother Bickerdyke next time she 
passed him laden with planks. “All 
right, Major, I’m under arrest; only 
don’t interfere with me till the weather 
moderates,” was the undaunted reply.

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Railway Rates in New Zealand. 

First-class passenger rates in New 
Zealand average about 3 cents per mile 
and second-class rates are about 2 cents. 
There are special rates for school a..d 
factory excursions, and there are season 
tickets and other concessions, but 90 
per cent of the passengers are carried 
at ordinary fares, while 80 per cent of 
them travel second class. It is probable 
then, that the average fare per passen¬ 
ger-mile, is in the neighborhood of 2 
cents and therefore, about the same as 
in the United States. There are no 
night trains, and the service on most of 
the lines is rather infrequent. The best 
service in New Zealand is that between 
Christchurch and Dunedin, where there 
are two express trains daily, traveling 
at a speed of twenty-five miles an hour. 
On most of the other lines, express 
trains travel from fifteen to twenty-one 
miles an hour, and- ordinary trains from 
ten to fourteen miles an hour. The 
first-class carriages compare favorably 
with chair cars in the United States 
but second-class accommodation is very 
poor and the carriages are generally 
crowded. 

It is impossible to make an accurate 
estimate of freight rates in New Zealand, 
but they are probably at least 4 cents 
per ton-mile, as compared with .766 per 
ton-mile, the average for railways of
